ETOLUTION  OF  CANADA *S 
CURRENCY 

The  vast  country  of  Canada 
has  seen  much  rapid  develop- 
ment and  commercial  activity 
during  the  past  decades.  In 
the  early  days  of  the  coun- 
try's upbuilding,  however,  the 
progress  consisted  of  bringing 
under  cultivation  vast  areas 
of  fertile  land;  and  in  the 
northern  parts  with  the  trade 
with  those  who  trapped  and 
hunted  the  wild  fur  bearing 
animals.  The  trade  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  was  car- 
ried on  by  barter  and  seldom 
with  coin.  There  came  a time, 
however,  in  the  trade  of  the 
country  when  money  and  not 
barter  was  demanded. 

The  issue  of  an  adequate 
coinage  was  a very  slow  pro- 
cess, and  the  various  coins 
which  constituted  the  coinage 
were  very  mixed  being  for  the 
most  part  somewhat  of  a token 
currency,  although  most  of 
the  Issues  were  "by  authority." 

The  local  banks  began  to 
assume  a position  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country,  and 
assisted  trade  by  the  issuance 
of  tokens;  many  of  these  int€P- 
esting  pieces  are  scarce, 
especially  in  uncirculated 
condition,  a condition  very 
important  in  copper  tokens, 
the  beauty  of  which  is  mainly 
in  their  fine  condition,  worn 
specimens  being  of  lesser 
value  in  comparison. 

It  was  not  until  1876  and 
the  issue  of  cents,  that  the 
copper  currency  of  the 
Dominion  was  put  on  a proper 
basis,  and  which  may  be  termed 
the  modern  coinage  of  Canada 
established.  -Pelbe

VIKINGS'  "OPEN  SESAME" 
TO  COINAGE 


Probably  never  in  the  his- 
tory of  numismatics  has  one 
country  supplied  another 
group  of  nations  with  almost 
her  entire  output  of  coinage, 
and  keep  her  mints  going  full 
blast,  and  worked  so  hard 
over  such  a long  period  of 
time  to  produce  the  hard 
specie,  as  did  early  10th 
century  Britain  for  the  power- 
ful sea-rovers,  the  Vikings 
of  Scandinavia. 

Recent  discoveries  coupled 
with  old  ones  reveal  that  the 
Vikings  of  Norway,  Denmark, 
and  Sweden  used  and  exchanged 
more  new  English  coins  than 
did  the  English  themselves, 
and  came  at  regular  periods 
on  coinage  expeditions  to 
collect  their  new  supplies  of 
money. 

Back  in  the  year  981  Prince 
Sweyn,  son  of  the  King  of 
Denmark,  banished  from  the 
kingdom  after  a quarrel  with 
his  father,  gathered  a large 
company  of  warriors  and  de- 
scended upon  England.  It  was 
more  of  an  experiment  to  test 
the  unity  and  spirit  of  the 
Brltains  than  a conquest,  but 
the  English  were  so  weak  that 
Southampton  fell  quickly  with- 
out much  resistance.  London 
and  Chester  soon  followed.

Finally  in  991,  the  Brltains 
under  Ethelred,  lost  the 
great  battle  of  East  Anglia, 
and  the  beaten  monarch  had 
recourse  to  the  fatal  expe- 
dient of  purchasing  peace. 

The  payment  agreed  upon  was 
10,000  pounds  of  newly  minted 
coins  and  silver  bars. 

When  the  Danish  king  was 
killed  in  battle  with  insur- 
gents in  his  own  country, 

Sweyn  ascended  the  throne, 
and  formed  an  alliance  with 
money  loving  Olaf  of  Norway. 
Coins  were  scarce  in  Norway, 
and  Olaf  liked  the  English 
mintage,  especially  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  could  be 
obtained.  Together  the  two 
Viking  leaders  raided  the 
southern  coasts  of  England. 
Ethelred  was  obliged  again  to 
pay  off  his  enemies  who  de- 
manded 16,000  pounds  of  specie 
He  put  more  Brltains  to  work 
in  his  mints  in  an  effort  to 
supply  the  price  of  peace. 

Ethelred 's  military  forces 
had  so  declined  in  fighting 
the  Vikings,  that  it  was  but 
a short  while  later  he  was 
obliged  to  prevent  being 
overrun  by  the  Danes  to  the 
tune  of  24,000  pounds.  To 
meet  this  tremendous  burden, 
Ethelred  was  forced  to  impose 
the  Dane-geld,  a taxation  upon 
the  Saxon  yeomanry. 

Some  recent  diggings  in 
Norway  have  brought  to  light 
hundreds  of  old  English  coins 
Issued  by  the  following 
ancient  British  kings,  - 
Canute  the  Great,  Edward  the 
Martyr,  Coenwulf  of  Marcia, 
Ceolwulf,  his  son, 
Northumbrian,  and  Eawred. 
Norway  of  those  days  produced 
fewer  individual  coins  of 
their  own  than  any  other 
Viking  country,  due  mainly  to 
the  large  amount  of  English 
currency,  and  to  the  melting 
down  of  their  specie  for 
various  reasons  and  uses. 

Norway's  earliest  medium  of 
value  as  coin  was  the  Baug 
(ring).  This  contained  spiral 
rings  of  gold  weighing  about 
one  and  one-tenth  pounds. 

Also  used  were  silver  spiral 
rings  weighing  about  six 
ounces  each,  looking  more 
like  bracelets  than  money. 
Later  reckonings  were  made 
by  marks  and  aurar.  One  mark 
was  8 aurar  (1  ounce);  one 
eyrer  was  divided  into  eight 
ortugar,  and  one  or tug  into 
ten  or  sixty  penningar.

WHY  THE  BIBLE  CALLS  A 
ROMAN  DENARIUS  A "PENNY" 


In  the  days  of  King  James  I 
of  England  pennies  were  in 
common  use.  He  is  the  king 
who  caused  to  be  made  our 
popular  and  splendid  KING 
JAMES  VERSION  of  the  BIBLE. 
Search  a concordance  of  the 
King  James  Version  and  you 
will  find  the  penny  mentioned 
eleven  times  --  all  in  the 
New  Testament.. 

Consider  the  money  symbols 
of  England,  "L.  s.  d.,"  for 
pounds,  shillings,  pence. 

Why  does  "d"  represent 
"pence?"  Because  England  was 
once  a subject  of  Rome,  and 
down  the  generations  there- 
after came  the  term  "d" 
(denarius)  for  what,  in 
silver  coinage  by  King  James 
times,  was  known  as  the 
"penny,"  to  the  English 
people . 

Naturally,  when  the  learned 
men  appointed  by  King  James  I 
to  make  a translation  of  the 
Scripture,  reached  the 
mention  of  a denarius,  it  was 
translated  in  their  English 
language  a "penny." 

The  King  James  Version  was 
completed  in  1611  A.O.  If 
you  can  get  a penny  of  the 
King  James  reign,  you  will 
have  a coin  of  the  king  who 
caused  the  King  James  Version 
to  be  made.  But  even  a 
penny  of  some  earlier  king 
of  England  will  always  stand 
for  you  as  a clear  illustra- 
tion of  why  a Roman  denarius 
Is  called  a "penny"  in  the 
Bible,  and  why  "d"  in  England 
says  "pence."
